As Last Day Dawns for 51x) 


Amite, La., May®.—JIn the center 
of Courthouse stuare, surrounded by 
a virtual moat—a _ four-foot water- 
filled ditch—six men waited Thurs- 
day to face the hangman's noose F ri- 
day noon when they will pay the ex- 
treme penalty for the murder of Dal- 
las Calmes, three years ago. 

The condemned murderers were fac- 
ing death stoically.late Thursday when 
they learned that their last hope of 
reprieve had faded with the refusal 
of Governor Parker to heed the plea 
for clemency advanced by Dallas 
Calmes, Jr., son of the murdered man. 
Until this refusal, relatives of the 
condemned mé@h had indicated that 
they would also ask clemency for one 
or two of the men at least, 

At 7 o’clock Thursday night guards 
and members of the 108th cavalry 
threw a double line around the prison, 
admitting no person. Newspaper men 
visited the prison a few minutes be- 
fore the “death watch’ order went 
into effect. 

Relatives of the murdered man met 
Joseph Borchio, driver of the mur- 
derer’s car, and Joseph Rini and 
heard the final plea for clemency 
Thursday. But to their pleas Judge 
Ellis, trial judge and member of the 
pardon board, turned a deaf ear. 

The bush of death is upon Tangipa- 
hoa parish. Three years ago, after 
Calmes had been shot down as he 
attempted to halt the men on their 
way to rob a bank which adjoined his 
residence, there were threats of lynch-

Washington, May §8.—Party. or- 
ganization was deciared to be necés- 
sary to efficient government by Presi- 
dent ‘Coolidge -in an address at the 


white house today to students of a 
“political campaign school,” conducted 
by the League of Republican Women 
ot the District of Columbia. 

“It is necessary to have party or- 
ganization if we are to have effective 
and efficient government,” the presi- 
dent said. “The only difference be- 
tween a mob and a trained army is or- 
ganization and the only difference 
between a disorganized country and 
one that has the advantage of a wise 
and sound government is fundamen- 
tally a question of organization. 

“I don’t mean by that a narrow 
and bigoted partisanship, but one that 
recognizes the necessity to cooperate 
with one another if we are in any 
way to secure the results that we de- 
sire. That has been the model of our 
country from the time when it was 
established down to the present day. 
I don’t know «f anyone that has rep- 
resented the real ideals of America 
any better than those of party loy- 
alty, either on the one side or the 
other. 

“Men of the type of Lincoln and 
Grant, no less than the type of Cleve- 
lénd and Wilson, have been loyal to 
their party, and desired to have party 
support and party government for the 
purpose of giving an efficient adminis- 
tration.”

NEW FERTILIZER 
PLANNED IN BID 


Washington, May 8—The Union 
Carbide company’s substitute pwopos- 
al for operating Muscle Shoals under 
a 50-year lease was presented to the 
senate agricultural] committee today 
by S. Cressy Morrison, of New York, 
representing the company. 

Morrison said the Union Carbide 
company was willing to abide by the 
original offer submitted last year but 
presented the new offer in case the 
committee did not accept the first. 

Under the first bid the company 
would lease for 50 years the nitrate 
plants and Waco quarry and _ pur- 
chase annually at the “going rates” 
50,000 horsepower produced at Muscle 
Shoals by the government. This 
would net the governigent approxi- 
mately $82,500,000 during the 50- 
year lease, Morrison said. The com- 
jany would agree to manufacture fer- 
tilizer at the plants. 


50-Year Lease. 


The new bid provides for leasing 
all the property for 50 years with a 
minimum guarantee of 
during the life of the lease. The 
company would agree to manufacture 
40,000 tons annually of fixed nitrogen 
in the form of “urea,” a new fer- 
tilizer. 

Morrison said his company delayed 
submitting the new bid pending in- 
vestigations to determine what could 
be accomplished at Muscle Shoals. 

“The nitrogen processes in this 
country are in a state of flux,” he 
said, 

In order to make certain that the 
processes contemplated at Muscle 
Shoals would not become obsolete, he 
said provision was made in the bid 
to change the process at any time. 

Morrison said “urea” was a discov- 
ery of a Swede, was an entirely new 
process and that the company held 
an option on the patent. 

The Union Carbide company has no 
connection, “either direct or indirect 
with any other bidder for Muscle 
Shoals,” he said. 


To Distribute Power. 


Answering Chairman Norris, Mor- 
rison said under the first bid all pow- 
er developed would be left to the gov- 
ernment, but under the new bid the 
company would control the power and 
distribute it at reasonable rates, un- 
der the supervision of the federal 
power commission, 

He said the cheap power at Muscle 
Shoals should not be used to manu- 
facture a commodity which could be 
produced more economically by some 
process other than from hydro-electric 
power. 

Comparing the carbide bid with 
Ford’s, he said in the first six years 
of operation Ford would pay a total 
of $2,937,512 and have title in fee 
simyde to all of the property except 
the dams. ‘The carbide company, he 
said, would pay in the first six years 
a total of $6,840,000 under the new 
bid and $5,490,000 under the old bid 
and have no title to the property. 

Before Morrison completed his tes- 
timony, the committee went into 
executive session to consider the date 
for ending the hearing.

vision, with a request that the pres- 
ident negotiate with the Japanese 
government regarding the abroga- 


tion of the ‘“‘gentleman’s agree- 
ment,’’ will meet with general ap- 
proval, and is certainly in the in- 
terest of the economic, as well as 
the diplomatic welfare of this coun- 
try. 

Since the hasty, impulsive and 
wholly unwise action of the senate 
in prodding the Japapese govern- 
ment on account of a widely mis- 
construed statement of a diplomatic 
representative, the sober second 
thought of the country has been as- 
serting itself. Even on the Pacific 
coast, where the exclusion senti- 
ment is strongest, the attitude of 
the president was, in California, 
overwhelmingly indorsed in Tues- 
day's primaries; and all over the 
country the affront has been re- 
sented as untimely, uncalled for, 
and without any good purpose to 
serve, even in the interest of ex- 
clusion. 

The economic feature is not to be 
overlooked. Certainly this govern- 
ment.is not going to accept affront 
from any nation in order to main- 
tain trade relations, but in this in- 
stance the shoe was on the other 
foot, whereas the _ oriental trade 
has become one of the strongest 
factors in our industrial and com- 
mercial independence. 

There has been a_ remarkable 
change in our foreign’ trade since 
the World war. Before the war 
Europe largely supplied Asia. After 
the war Europe was not only dis- 
abled from buying—a reciprocal ex- 
change that must always be main- 
tained In international trading—but 
it was too prostrated to supply. 
Therefore its trade with the Orient 
that had existed and grown through 
generations was very largely aban- 
’ doned to the United States. 

Therefore the trade between this 
country and the Orient took a spurt 
almost unheard of in international 
dealings. It has increased from 
month to month due to the friendly 
relationships existing in every way 
between this country and the na- 
tions of the east. 

In the eight months ending with 
February our exports to Asia and 
Oceania increased 44 per cent. For 
the current fiscal year ending with 
June our exports to that region 
promise to exceed $700,000,000 as 
against $200,000,000 in 1914. 

That is something to think about. 
And yet the United States senate, 
speaking of the members in a com- 
posite sense, did not think of it. 
The fact is—as sad as is the story— 
congress thinks about little of any- 
thing but politically sparring for 
persorial and party advantages at the 
elections, 

It is a distressing situation when 
the nation’s great legislative branch 
descends to such a status in the na- 
tional life, but the fact is unmistak- 
able. 

Take Japan's needs after the 
earthquake. That nation naturally 
turned to the United States. On 
the streets of Japanese cities there 
is seldom seen a car or a truck 
that is not of American manufac- 
ture. Our farm implements, cop- 
per, steel and an enormous amount 
of our agricultural products, includ- 
ing millions of pounds annually of 
manufactured flour, are exported in 


other oriental nations. 


The Asiatic markets are less ex- 
ploited, and more promising to 


ae ee eS, ee ee an 
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than those of any other world con- 


tinent today; and assuredly this na- 
ition does not intend to needlessly 
and viciously block and stifle that 
situation.

No pro- 
posed agreement, with the democ- 
racy of the people the underlying 
plan of government, would satisfy 
them. That the communists will 
fuss a little and then fall in line is 
generally agreed. 

All-in-all, there is nothing alarm- 
ing in the seeking of a new coalition 
government. If anything it is pro- 
phetic of an easier final settlement, 
perhaps, of the great reparations 
problem.

Wants German Opera 
For Next Season 


Editor Constitution: Much pleased at the 
success of the recent opera season, I am 
venturing to suggest that next year the 
Metropolitan go back to its old custom of

There may be a few people who still 
consider it unpatriotic te eat Vienna sausage 
or listen to German music; but I believe 
that the great majority have now come to 
the realization that such an idea is purely 
hysterical—a state of mind necessary, per- 
haps, in war time, but out of place six 
years afterwards. 

While we were still technically at war 
with Germany, our soldiers did not seem to 
think it unpatriotic to listen to German 
opera even when sung by Germans in a 
German theater. I suspect that a great 
many former members of the Army of Occu- 


pation will recall with pleasure the absurd 
little opera house in Coblenz where one 
could hear a not-half-bad_ rendition of 
standard operatic works for as little as 
six cents in real money. Does it not seem 
that with this as a‘ precedent we might

Hang a good quick-action, 
ball-bearing can opener behind the 
pantry door in readiness for any 
guests a recreant husband may 
thoughtlessly drag in for a snack, and 
paste these remarks about dogs, 
snakes and fireworks in your scrap- 


book. 
Mad Dogs. 

There is always a risk of simple 
infection (ordinary septicemia or 
“blood poisoning’) from the bite or 
scratch of any animal, wild or do- 
mestic, stranger or neighbor, just as 
there is from any other accidental or 
intentional wound, ‘and therefore the 
same first aid treatment is advis- 
able, that is, an immediate swabbing 
or pouring on of tincture of iodin 
and a suitable protective dressing 
such as I described here in an earlier 
chapter. If it were my dog or my 
bite, that would be the extent of the 
treatment I should want. But if it 
were a neighbor's dog or bite, nat- 
urally one would wish to make more 
fuss about it. When any = animal 
hites or seratches, if there is any 
anxiety about rabies (“hydrophobia’’) 
the safe and sensible course is as fol- 
lows: Treat the wound in the ordi- 
nary way. Confine the animal tor 
a period of two weeks under the ob- 
servation of a veterinary. If the 
veterinary finds no indication of dis- 
ease in the animal within that period, 
shake hands all around and forget the 
other neighbors’ yarns. If the veteri- 
nary is not. sure the animal is per- 
fectly well, kill the animal, remove 
the head, pack it in ice or salt and 
promptly submit it to a pathologist 
designated by your health officer tor 
miscroscopic examination. If the ex- 
amination shows that the animal had 
rabies, then there is ample time for 
the administration of the Pasteur 
treatment, which, nowadays, Is given 
anywhere and requires no visit to a 
distant institution.

or water. There is no fear of water 
involved. A rabid animal, at the 
height of the disease, is delirious and 
snaps at anything or everything that 
gets in its way. After a few days 
of illness the animal grows weak, 
drags the hind legs and presently be- 
comes paralyzed. Rabies occurs in 
animals in every month of the year 
and is not particularly prevalent in 
very hot weather or “dog days.” It 
is foolish to kill a suspected animal 
which has bitten anybody, unless for 
the purpose of getting the animal's 
head for examination by a patholo- 
gist. The superstition that the killing 
of the animal in any way benefits tle 
person bitten is too ridiculous to men- 
tion seriously.

Washington, May 8.—The activities 
of Blair Coan, the republican national

A. A, Grorud, a Helena attorney, 
testified he had talked with Coan, in 
Montana, in April.

He said they had 
Wheeler where they wanted him and 
now they would get something on 
Walsh.

New York, May 8.—Wall street re- 
ports that J. P. Morgan was return- 
ing from Europe with the $100,000,- 
000 German reparations loan contract 
was neither affirmed nor denied by 
the financier when he arrived today. 

Accompanying Mrs. Morgan home 
after a two months’ sojourn abroad, 
the financier declined to corroborate 
the- Wall street report point blank. 
He would not discuss the possibility 
of raising the $75,000,000 share of 
the loan the Dawes,committee allotted 
to England and the $25,000,000 it 
was proposed to raise among conti- 
nental European nations. 

“If I had the American $100,000,- 
000 contract in my pocket, as they 
say, | could not possibly discuss its 
contents at this time, before I hare 
had the opportunity to confer with 
my associates,” he said. He laughed 
as he spoke. 


Silence Is Golden, 


Mr. Morgan appeared struck with 
stage fright in the presence of 
too many interviewers and dismissed 
the subject with a sweeping gesture, a 
laugh and—"I have nothing whatever 
to say. My usefulness hinges upon 
Silence at this time.” 

A much smaller group of report- 
ers later overcame his reticence. 

He was asked first to corroborate 

a statement of Owen D. Young, ef 
the Dawes committee, that America 
readily would absorb a half of the 
proposed $200,000,000 loan to Ger- 
many, 
“That was very nice of Mr. 
sung,” he said. “But I hesitate to 
talk about it because there are so 
snany issues involved and so many 
phases to be consid- 
ered before we bankers ean even 
move to take up the subject.” 


Ul. S. Not Officially in It. 


He hastened to point out, however, 
that the American government was 
neither officially nor in any way 
directly connected with the German 
loan proposal. But there were oth- 
ers besides assistants of J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. who would have to be con- 
sulted in the matter, he indicated, 

“We are bankers, you know, and 
as such reserve the right to consider 
a proposition among ourselves before 
making its terms public.” Mr. Mor- 
gan continued. “f must be fair to my 
business associates. J haven't dis- 
cussed. this loan with them. [ must 
be discreet.” 

Verifies French Pact. 

He admitted that. since the gov- 
‘ernment was not to participate in 
floating the $100,000,000 bonds, J. P, 
Morgan & Co. was the one private 
firm in America most likely to dis- 
pose of such a huge issue.

Washington, May 8.—Cross exam-

of the surcharge, claimed that the 
roads faced an actual deficit in Pull- 
man operation if the surcharge was 
denied them, and charged that to re- 
lieve Pullman car travelers from pay- 
ing the surcharge would place an 
added burden upon the day coach 
passenger, for a luxury he does not 
enjoy.

Is “Unjust Assessment.” 

The surcharge 1s veing opposed hy 
travelers’ and traffic associaticns and 
business men’s league as an unjust 
and unsound assessment in return for 
which no additional service is render- 
ed by the railroads. The surcharge 
is 50 per cent of the Pullman charge, 
is collected by the Pullman company, 
and accrues to the railroads. 

The carriers claimed that the added 
weight of Puilman cars over day 
coaches, the providing of through 
service for these cars, and the fur- 
nishing of heat, light, water and other 
accommodations in them are services 
by the railroad, paid for at present 
by the surcharge. To eliminate the 
surcharge would be to permit the 
passenger ‘to travel in Pullman cars 
at the same railroad fare as is paid 
by the coach passenger, they con- 
tended. 

Decision In 10 Days. 

Attorneys for the Pullman com- 
pany objjected to the present method 
of collecting the surcharge, claiming 
thet it is now virtually an increased 
Puliman rate, in which the Pullman 
company does not participate. If 
the amount is collected, the company 
claimed, it should be collected by the 
railroads as additional fare. 

The ronds submitted figures intend- 
ed to show that the average oc- 
cupancy of Pullman cars is much low- 
er than coaches, and would not bs 
materially increased if the surcharge 
were removed. 

The case will be decided by the 
commission in ten days.

WILL ASK 
ELIMINATION. 

Commisioner James A. Perry, of the 
Georgia public service commission, 
Thursday stated that a recommenda- 
tion will be made today to the inter- 
state commerce commission by Exam- 
iner Keeler, advocating elimination of 
surcharge on Pullman and chair cars.
